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(57) Abstract 

A system and method arc provided for making an electrical connection of an instrument panel wiring to a vehicle body and engine 
compartment wiring during instrument panel installation. A first electrical connector assembly (112) is mounted to a rear surface of the 
instrument panel (IP) and a second electrical connector assembly (122) is mounted to the vehicle Ixady and engaged with said first electrical 
connector awembly (112). During installation of the Instrument panel (IP) within the vehicle body (B), the iirst and second electrical 
connector assemblies (112, 122) are aligned with one another such diat as the instrument panel (IP) is pressed forward into an installed 
position, the first and second electrical connector assemblies (112, 122) are engaged with one another. 
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
